His father took over the 
Palace Drug, which he operated until his 
death in 1950. His son Maron and his broth- 
ers now operate the same store. 

Maron attended the North School and 
graduated from Wasatch High School in 
1931. He was active in athletics in high 
school, having played on the winning high 
school basketball and baseball teams. Maron 
also played and managed the town base- 
ball and softball teams. He also represented 
the Church on many basketball and soft- 
ball teams, and his team won the consola- 
tion championship of the all-Church tourna- 
ment held at Salt Lake City. 

Maron has been active in Church activi- 
ties of the Mormon Church, holding many 
positions of responsibility. In the Mutual, 
in the Sunday School and Priesthood or- 
ganizations he was active, and was in the 
bishopric of Heber First and Heber Sixth 
Wards, and at present is serving in the 
High Council of Wasatch Stake. He also 
served a mission in the North Central States 
during 1931 to 1933, returning home at 20 
years of age.
